If the British Isles 
were actually ov errun it is prac­ 
tically certain that her nav y would 
steam for Canada. In that ev ent 
the English and American nav ies 
could m uster more 
than 
1218 
ships of ail classes on the Atlan­ 
tic seaboard. In the name of com­ 
mon sense what could two to fiv e 
Germans battleships, 3 cruisers, 
an unknown number of subs and 
destroyers accomplish against this 
gigantic force? This insignificant 
fleet would first hav e to destroy 
our fleet or the two combined 
fleets. After that it would hav e 
to pass through our minefields. 
A fter that the enemy would hav e 
another great problem for there 
are only fiv e American ports at

ers, armored 
barges, 
immense

H erbert Hoov er, for whom Stim­ 
son serv ed as under-secretary of 
state; and William R. Castle, jr., 
who serv ed Stimson as Under-Sec­ 
retary of State, 
Nothing 
Franklin 
Roosev elt 
could hav e done could hav e net­ 
tled Hoov er and Castle more than 
Stimson’* appointment. 
When all three were in the 
Hoov er a d m in is tra tio n , t he y 
fought continually, and the basis 
of their fight illustrated the basic 
cleav age inside 
the 
Republican 
party today. 
Hoov er and Castle 
were deathly afraid of playing too 
strong a hand in Europe and Asia. 
Stimson leaned in the opposite di­ 
rection. 
When 
Japan 
inv aded 
Man­ 
churia, Stimson got Hoov er’s con­ 
sent to sending the late Prentiss 
Gilbert to attend the Council of 
the League of Nations and help 
adopt a united peace 
program 
blocking Japan. 
But when sev ­ 
eral members of the Republican 
National committee ob j e c t e d, 
Hov er ordered Gilbert out of the 
council meetings. 
It took a per­ 
sonal phone call from 
Viscount 
Reading finally to rev erse Hoov ­ 
er’s position and permit Gilbert to 
stay. 
Again in 1931 
when 
Hoov er 
proposed a moratorium on 
Ger­ 
m any’s war debt, he issued what 
was called the “Hoov er plan”. But 
his secretary of Rtate, 
then 
in 
London and knowing 
how 
the 
French disliked Hoov er, flatly de­ 
nied there was any such thing as 
a Hov er plan. 
L ater both men 
found 
themselv es 
on 
opposite 
shores of the Atlantic, one in­ 
sisting there was no Hoov er plan, 
the other that he had w ritten it. 
Do dg ed Stimso n 
Most disastrous friction between 
Hoov er and Stimson came dur­ 
ing the London Nav al Conference 
of 1930, when Stimson saw that 
nothing sav e a consultativ e pact 
would sav e the conference 
This 
pact pledged the United States to 
consult with Europe 
in 
case of 
war. 
But the morning after Secre­ 
tary Stimson, in London, had an­ 
nounced his determination to ne­ 
gotiate such a pact, his chief in 
the 
White 
House 
issued 
this 
formal statem ent: 
“No 
security 
or 
consultativ e 
pact has been considered at any 
time during the course 
of 
the 


London conference.” 
Of course, this left Secretary 
Stimson v ery much out 
on 
the 
limb. 
But it is significant that 
when it came to a showdown be­ 
tween Hoov er and his secretary 
of state, his secretary of state us­ 
ually won. 
Stimson has a dogged persists 
ence and a will of iron which 
made him the most potent figure 
in the Hoov er cabinet. And in the 
Roosev elt cabinet both the gener­ 
als and FDR himself will hav t a 
hard time swaying Stimson.— if 
he doesn’t want to be swayed. 
Suppressed Bla st 
There was one Republican blast 
at the Stimson-Knox cabinet ap­ 
pointments 
that 
was 
not 
re­ 
leased. 
It was written by dap­ 
per, white-crested former Nation­ 
al Chairman Henry Fletcher, and 
read: 
“We see no occasion to attach 
any significance to the fact that 
two fleas hop from an elephant 
to a donkey.” 
Republican leaders in Philadel­ 
phia to whom 
Fletcher showed 
the statem ent, 
laughed heartily, 
but persuaded him not to giv e it 
to the press.

For a “spontaneous” campaign» 
the Willkie blitzkrieg was one of 
the best organized ev er seen. 
It 
completely 
outshone 
the 
cam­ 
paigns of his riv als, who were ac­ 
tiv ely in the field many months 
before his name was ev en “men­ 
tioned.” 
Starting 
with 
six 
different 
headquarters a week before the 
conv ention opened, by Monday at 
least a dozen Willkie camps were 
going full blast. 
All were elab­ 
orately decorated

the experience was a new and ex­ 
citing adv enture. 
One Willkie stratagem , 
how­ 
ev er, did not ring the bell. 
This 
was a flood of telegrams from 
their home towns and states that 
greeted the delegates upon arriv ­ 
al. 
Going through them, they 
found that many of the wires had 
the same spelling and gram m ati­ 
cal mistakes. 
Also that batches 
of the signatures appeared to be 
in alphabetical 
order—indicating 
a common source. 
Willkie riv als promptly 
raised 
the cry of “holding company bill 
tactics,” referring to the deluge 
of fake telegrams sent by utilities 
during the congressional battle 
ov er the New Deal holding com­ 
pany “death sentence.” 
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Co ffin Dra pes 
Information has come to me 
that the W ar Departm ent is ask­ 
ing m anufacturers for bids on a 
total of 150,000 interm ent flags.

W hatev er may be said of the

On that same day Mr. Roosev elt, 
at 
the 
Univ ersity of 
Virginia, 
committed this country to a mili­ 
tary alliance with Britain and 
France. 
Mussolini acted 
alone. 
Mr. Roosev elt acted alone. 
Con­ 
gress had not authorized him to 
make an alliance. 
If one man in Italy, and one 
man in the United States can 
make the peace or war policy of 
millions of people, what differ­ 
ence is there between Fascism 
in Italy and Mr. Roosev elt’s v ar­ 
iety of National Socialism? 
If 
H itler and Mussolini can meet in 
a railroad ear in the Alps and 
secretly plot s the future of mil­ 
lions of people, without action 
by their legislativ e bodies, and 
Mr. Roosev elt, without action by 
Congress, can fix the fate of the 
American people, the question is 
whether we still hav e a republi­ 
can form of gov ernment. 
Congress alone has the final 
power to enter 
into 
alliances 
with foreign powers. 
Mr. Roose­ 
v elt has no such right or power. 
The President has no power to 
declare war. 
Only Congress can 
declare war. 
The President may 
negotiate treaties 
*or 
alliances, 
but they are not v alid unless the 
consent of the Senate is giv en 
to them. 
This was sufficiently 
dem onstrated by the Versailles 
Treaty, the League of Nations, 
the World Court, and the Guaran­ 
tee Pact to defend France from 
aggression. 
None of these hav e 
ev er been agreed to by Congress 
or the Senate or the people. Mr. 
Roosev elt 
attem pted, 
in 
sub­ 
stance, to declare the Guarantee 
Pact to be in force years after 
it had been repudiated, and with­ 
out any interv ening authority to 
do so. 
Mr. Roosev elt has the right to 
recommend 
to 
Congress 
what 
treaties, alliances or other public 
policies he thinks it should adopt. 
At the time he spoke he had sent 
no message to Congress adv ocat­ 
ing an alliance with Britain and 
Fra nce. On the .co ntra ry , Sena ­ 


tor Pepper’s resolution to auth­ 
orize the President to sell gov ­ 
ernm ent owned airplanes, etc., to 
the Allies had twice been v oted 
down by a 
Senate 
committee, 
once by a v ote of 12 to 1, and 
again by a v ote of 19 to 2. 
Despite this Mr. Roosev elt said 
flatly that “we will extend to the 
opponents of force the material 
resources of this nation.” 
He 
did not say that he would recom­ 
mend this course to Congress. He 
claimed to speak officially for 
the “nation.” 
This speech was 
an international 
broadcast. 
It 
was immediately translated into 
sev en languages. 
It was inter­ 
preted in ev ery capital of the 
world as a 
m ilitary 
alliance. 
American newspapers immediate­ 
ly described it as a ’‘pledge” of 
military support. 
Mr. Roosev elt had no constitu­ 
tional right or power to make 
such a “pledge.” 
It is obv ious 
that he intended 
to 
confront 
Congress with a fait accompli 
(an accomplished fact). He w ant­ 
ed to force the hand of Congress 
to do something which without 
pressure and with full informa­ 
tion it might not do. 
It may be that the American 
people want to make this al­ 
liance,— the same kind of axis 
that Italy had with 
Germany, 
concluded by two men. 
It may 
be that Congress will now ratify 
it. 
It may be that the American 
people want to hav e plenty of 
coffin drapes on hand. 
But whether Congress decides 
on a m ilitary alliance, or whether 
Mr. Roosev elt decides on it, is 
precisely the difference between 
a constitutional republic and a 
Nazi America. 
Mr. Roosev elt claims to speak 
for an “ov erwhelming 
m ajority” 
of the American people. 
T hat 
may be so. 
But neither the Gal­ 
lop poll whipped up by White 
House scareheads of submarines 
off Boston, or bombers ov er St. 
Louis, 
nor Dorothy Thompson, 
William Allen White, 
nor any 
number of college presidents and 
Anglican • bishops constitute the 
Congress of the United States. 
Mr. Roosev elt also v iolated his 
platform pledge in 1936 to make 
no “political commitment” which 
might draw this 
country 
into 
any war anywhere.” 
This is a 
minor m atter, perhaps, as 
the 
people hav e become quite cyn­ 
ical of platform pledges. 
Mr. Roosev elt's leaders want 
Congress to adjourn. 
The people
